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Detective Hu ck le Gave His Re­ 
p ort Last Nigh t. 
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C h u r c h . 


Despite the bitterly cold weather 
of last nlsrht, the First U. I*, church 
was filled with ao attentive and deeply 
Interested audience of representative 
g ood citizens, eag er to hear the stal­ 
w art and courag eous ministers of the 
Gospel of this city —g mid men and 
true—In their defense of and advocacy 
of the rig ht, and to listen to a sum­ 
ming up of affairs, to date, In connec­ 
tion with the work and duty per­ 
formed by the Grx id Citizen’s leag ue, 
as g iven by Detective William G. 
Huckle. 
Reverend Tag g art opened the servi­ 
ces with the announcement of an ap 
appropriate selection of song from the 
8 6th psalm, nicely rendered by the 
choir, under the direction of Professor 
Gotschall. Then followed a second 
selection from the U.'>th psalm, fol­ 
lowed by pray er by Reverend IIof­ 
fer. 
Reverend Tag g art then read the 
13th chapter of Paul’s epistle to the 
Romans, following It with the first 
epistle of Corinthians, 13th chapter, 
and then came a charming selection 
of song by the choir. Then the chair­ 
man annonnced the obiect of the 
meeting , as called by the proper com­ 
m ittee—called for the 
purpose of 
showing th a t the Good Citizens leag ue 
bad entered on Its work as a work of 
love, and not a work of persecution or 
prosecution, but a work for the sav­ 
ing of bad men and bad women; but, 
In case had men and bad women in 
this city are wedded to evil and evil 
habits, then, for the g ood of the 
city , these bad men and bad women 
should be driven from this city . Then 
come William G. lluckle’s address, as 
follows:

liquor selling , g ambling , vice, Immor­ 
ality and dens of ill fame, and should 
be banished from every home where 
dwells honor, truth . Integ rity and vir­ 
tue. You will remember that, at the 
meeting In the Methodist Episcopal 
church. 1 spoke of the burg lar’s kit of 
tools, stating th a t among st them 
could be .found a Jimmy . 
But in the 
corner of the burg lar’s bag will be 
found auotber article. 
It Is chiefly 
used for sneak thieving and assists the 
burg lar In scaling walls 
I t has a 
hook attached to It, so th a t the sneak

A n n Hou ser’s op en boast th at no one 
L e d attack her. She told me th at 
? L c lty officials dare not prosecute 
ber 
The state law made It crlm nal 
forb« tok e e p ,uc h a bouse, 
lour 
i rordluauce demaod, I h e ^ r e » - 
aion of all such houses, and further 
lay s that every officer must report U> 
the chief of police any and every such 
his beat, and th a t he 


have proved unworthy of trust. If 
theordlnance has been compiled with, 
» iiy have not the keepers and the 
frequenters of 
these houses been 
prosecuted? 
An answer to these 
questions should be demanded by the 
citizens of East Liverpool. 
“ Attorney BriKikes said. In his sum­ 
ming -up speech In Long John Whan's 
case: ‘Huckle was not to be com­ 
mended or praised for closing Ann 
Houser's house, for It could have been 
pulled and Ann Houser convicted any 
day in the y ear—or 365 day s in the 
y ear.' This Is w hat Jason Brookes 
say s; and unless he lied, which I don’t 
think he did, he g ave a rig hteous and 
well merited rebuke to the officials of 
this city . 
Aon Houser say s her prop­ 
erty on the Lisbon road is worth $3,- 
ooo. The Houser house stands there 
as a monument of all th a t Is vicious 
and Immoral, representing the g ains 
of prostitution and villainy . 
“ When this Infamous woman knew 1 
had determined to stop her nefarious 
trade, even thoug h I had to prosecute 
her, she took out a w arrant for my 
arrest on the charg e of breaking Into 
her house 
The resu’.t was to show 
this vile woman In her true colors. 
On the day following the trial, a man 
came to niy house, stating he was a 
g overnment detective and was sent 
from Cleveland to see me In reference 
to Ann Houser. 
He said he was here 
to g et a case ag ainst her for Illicit 
wfiiskey selling , and th a t he would 
call upon me ag ain and tell me tils 
plans. 
1 notified Chief Gill of his 
visit, and I made inquiries and found 
he was In the employ of certain men 
in this city to entrap me and ‘do’ me. 
On the nex t day (Friday ) he ag ain 
came to see me, and said he had been 
up to the Houser den the nig ht pre­ 
vious. and had hid himself In the 
wash house and watched till two men 
came and entered the house; he then 
looked under the window shade and 
saw them all drinking whlskev. Some 
time after, they left, and said they 
would come up the following nig ht, 
and th a t Ann replied ‘all rig ht, I will 
have Emma up,’ and they said they 
would bring two more fellows up with 
them. 
After telling me this fairy 
tale, this so-called g overnment detec­ 
tive asked rue to g o up to Ann's th a t 
nig lit with him, at 
so we could 
catch them. He inquired If 1 carried 
a revolver. 
I told him I never went 
out without one, and th a t If my life 
was In dang er I should not hesitate to 
shoot. 
He beg g ed me not to take It 
with me, as If any thing wrong turned 
up 1 m ig ht shoot some one, and then 
he never would forg ive himself. 
1 
asked him what he thoug ht about my 
g etting two or three fellows to g o 
with us, but he very quickly replied, 
‘oh no, don’t take any one.’ He left 
me with the understanding th a t I was 
to meet him on the Lisbon road at 
9:4.5 th a t nig ht. 
I ag ain communi­ 
cated with Chief Gill and May or Gil­ 
bert, and they both at once said, ’it Is 
a plot to g et y ou up there and ‘do 
y ou.’ We made arrang em ents for the 
evening . A few minutes past 7 , Offl 
cers Earle and Jenning s made their 
wav U) the Houser den and secreted 
themselves nearby . 
About 9:45 I met 
the sham detective at the appointed 
place. Chief Gill was at this point 
and, unobserved by the fraud I was 
with, followed us up. Just before we 
g ot to the Houser den, three fellows 
came toward us.curslng and swearing 
The fellow who was with me g ot away 
about a dozen y ards, and the three 
cowardly ruffians surrounded me and 
threatened my life, using the most 
vile lang uag e imag inable; but as they 
saw me reach for my g uns, for 1 bad 
two g ood, trusty weapons with me 
they were afraid to attem pt an assault 
upon me. 
I caug ht up to the sham 
detective and kept him till Chief Gill 
came up and had a g ood look a t him 
He promised to see me) ag ain on the 
following Tuesday , but‘he never came 
back any more.’ 
We then made our 
way to Houser’s house, where we came 
across Earle and Jenning s. They said 
the three fellows bad been waiting 
about for me for about two hours, and 
th a t Aon Houser and her companion 
In vice. Mag g ie Illllar, were upon the 
porch nearby the whole of the time 
p.esumably watching for Huckle to 
c line up'io the scene; but the play 
never came off. There was to have 
been a trag edy , but there was nothing 
but a screaming farce, which ended in 
Murray , the cowardly prize fig hter 
having a tKix all to himself in the 
may or’s 
theatre. 
He never asked 
where or when the offense took place, 
but pleaded g uilty , and he was kept 
In durance vile till th a t noble hearted 
g ood citizen, Joe Geon, of the Senate 
saloon. In the Diamond, proved his 
love of law and order by g oing down 
to city hall and pay ing simple Peter 
fine.

a t this season of the y ear. The six 
names 1 kept back were those of some 
of the most prom inent men In the 
cltT. 
1 g ave th e names of these men 
to Doctor Tag g art, as president of 
this society . 
Why did Ann, the modern Mag da­ 
lene. alter her plea from not g uilty to 
g uilty ? I suppose she did It on the 
advice of Attorney Brookes: a t least, 
Jason the eloquent said so. 
But as 
soon as It was kuown who 1 should 
put upon the witness stand, and ask 
them what the? know about the deo 
of Infamv oo the Lisbon road, it was 
a t once decided th a t Aon should alter 
her plea. 
I t was a noble act on g entle 
Annie's part to plead g uilty and so 
save those who for y ears have been 
violating their marriag e vows, and 
living lives of vice and sin. 
I t would 
be Interesting to know who paid the 
fine and costs In Ann’s case; and what 
Interesting tim e those men of 
social position would have had with 
th e wives they were pledg ed before 
God to love and cherish, but who have 
done all they could to blast and de­ 
stroy , had the Lisbon road Mag dalene 
Insisted on her plea of not g uilty . 
Ann Houser was fined the enor­ 
mous sum of 115. Attorney Brmikes 
stated, on Monday last, th a t Ann 
Houser’s place had been a house of ill 
fame for six y ears, and had been a 
curse all th a t tim e, and y et she was 
let off with a fine of #15. 
I wonder If 
it was a result of her pleading g uilty . 
May or G ilbert ex cused the smallness 
of the fine by say ing I had waited six 
weeks before taking out the warrant. 
Now the may or knew why we did not 
proceed before; he knew th a t we 
wanted to g ive her every opportunity 
to show she had become a Christian, 
and th a t she had really g iven up her 
vicious life. 
B ut we were compelled 
to come to the conclusion,forced upon 
us by her own actions, th a t she was 
not sincere; neither had she forsaken 
her shameful life. T h at was the rea­ 
son why we did not proceed ag ainst 
her before, and the may or knew this 
full well. 
Please note the nex t case—also 
note the am ount of fine inflicted; 1 
make no com ment upon It, but leave 
vou to draw y our own conclusions. ()n 
Christm as eve I had the Ackley house 
raided. We found Lizzie Ackley and 
a man there; they were arrested and 
the man was fined 17 .60; the woman, 
who certainly , with all her faults and 
slo. had not led such an Infamous life 
as Ann Houser, was fined 125 and 
costs. 
Why such a difference In the 
fines. I ask? The Ackley woman had 
not been before the authorities before 
and had to pay 12.5 and costs, while 
the Houser woman, who was known 
for her vicious life throug hout several 
counties, and who had been sent to 
the workhouse for eig ht months for a 
sim ilar offense, was fined the paltry 
am ount of 115. Comment Is need 
less. 
“ I also took out a w arrant for Mag 
g le Hillar, an Inm ate of the Houser 
den. but she skipped the state, and 
should she ever return she will be ar­ 
rested forthw ith. 
1 also took out a w arrant for Het- 
tle Yeag er, an inm ate of the Ackley 
house; she also left the city In double 
quick tim e and should she ever re­ 
turn she m ust stand trial. 
Then there was Emma Harris, of 
Duby notoriety , who was also an in 
m at« of the Houser deo. 
She g ave 
the name of Emma Edwards and be­ 
came penitent when she owed three 
weeks board a t the .Second street 
saloon. She then went to Mr. Hodg 
son, and he put her case In the hands 
of two g ood Christian women. They 
w ent to see her and offered, If she 
would g ive up her Infamous way of 
living , to take care of her ’till she 
could g et something to do; but they 
could see she was not sincere, so I had 
her arrested. 1 found out th a t she 


w a s no other than the Infamous Em 
Harris, who was In the Duby when 
th a t celebrated raid was made.” 
“ I wonder if the Crisis, or some one 
In the front office of th a t paper, will 
do me the favor of g iving the names of 
some of the men who were arrested 
with Em. Harris. 
1 have heard 
said th a t the officers found a burg lar’s 
tool during the raid. Can any one say 
if it Is true? Of course this Is only 
rumor; but rumor Is not alway s a liar 
“ After shedding tears In crocodile 
fMbion, Emma pleaded g uilty , and 
said she had oo money to pay a fine 
May or Gilbert asked me what 1 bad 
to say . 1 said th a t if Emma would lie 
wllliog to place herself in the ladles 
hands, or would promise to g o home 
I would not press the charg e, and th a t 
if she would g o to her friends In 
TrentoQ, ( would furnish her with a 
She said she 


liberated her'till 1 o'clock the nex t 
day , when she was to appear ag ain be­ 
fore him. 
Reverend Whitehead and 
my self went to the city hall at the 
time appointed, and she then said 
she had chang ed her mind and would 
rather be turned over to the ladles. 
I t<K)k her to the ladles and they ar­ 
rang ed t» i care for her. T h at same 
nig ht she went to May or Gilbert and 
asked him If be would g et me to send 
her home, as the ladles would not al­ 
low her to receive her g entleman 
friend a t the house where she was 
boarded. 
Now, this woman Harris 
is a married woman, parted from 
her husband, and because the ladles 
were not willing to allow this vicious 
creature to continue receiving the 
visits of an evlUv dlsptised man, she 
wanted Ui g o home. 
The 
may or 
thoug ht the city would be purer If 
she went away , and he advised me to 
send her away . 
I purchased her a 
ticket, g ave her a little money and a 
basket of pruvtsluus, and saw her un 
the train fur Trenton. The case was 
nut dlsptised of, and If ever she comes 
back to the city she will be arrested. 
“ 1 w enttoth e Ackley house a month 
before 1 bad It pulled. 
1 told them 1 
bad sufficient evidence to convict 
them, but th a t all we wanted was for 
them to g ive up the life and I would 
be responsible for their rent and see 
thev all three had plenty to eat, 'till 
they could g et work to do. Just one 
word rig ht here. 
A certain lawy er 
In this city rents the house to these 
Ackley people. 
Did he not know tti 
what pur{Ki» e the place was put? Has 
he. sluce the trial and cuuvlcttuu, 
g ly eu them notice to quit? 
If nut, 
why out? 
Now 
a 
word 
about Saloon 1st 
Thompson, who has recently returned 
from Lisbon city . 
1 had him arrested 
for violating the screen ordinance. 
May or Gilbert g ave me his word, not 


1 mouth ag o, th a t he would g rant no 
ury trial unless it was a tail offense. 
Yet 1 am Uild th a t Thompson de­ 
manded a )ury trial and th a t May or 
G ilbert has g ranted a Jury trial. 
If 
this is true, then the mafor has g one 
back ou his word. 
Nex t comes case of H arr? Hug hes, 
the Fourth street salounlst, fur selling 
on the Sabbath day . 
1 caused his ar­ 
rest and am ready with my evidence. 
Now comes the screaming farce of 
the season. 
The trial of Long Johh 
Whan; trial, forsooth—y es, trial by 
Jury —It was a double barrelled Jury . 
There was council, which sat as a Jury , 
iiid there was the perjury th a t was 
committed on the stand. 
The presi­ 
dent, Doctor Marshall, acted fairly in 
his ruling s; but 1 certainly g ave him 
credit for better sense than to vote 
upon the verdict. 
Officer Whan Is 
Doctor Marshall’s first cousin, and y ou 
will all remember 
the determined 
efforts he made to g et him on the 
force last spring , and how a t last he 
placed him there. 
Home of y ou know 
th at Doctor Marshall considers him­ 
self under oblig ations to Whan. Now 
all this taken Into account, shows ex ­ 
treme bad taste on bis part In sitting 
In Judg ment upon a man to whom he 
was so closely allied,both by blood and 
Interest. 
It Is certain Doctor Mar­ 
shall would never have been allowed 
to sit upon an ordinary Jury . 
But 
then, y ou know, this was an ex tra­ 
ordinary one. 
1 broug ht 
four separate charg es 
ag ainst Whan, but they decided to g o 
on with the first charg e only , as the 
defense claimed they had not suffi­ 
cient notification In reference to the 
other cases. I t was said th a t a com­ 
plete 
and 
thoroug h Investig ation 
would be made. 
I g ave the 6th of 
Nov. as a definite and specific date, 
and ex pected that, as In any other 
case, evidence as to other dates would 
be adm itted. 
But A ttorney Brookes 
proved bis ardent desire for a thor­ 
oug h Investig ation, so as to clear the 
character of his client, by refusing to 
allow any evidence outside of the 6th 
of Nov. to be Introduced. 
I think 
ttiat Is a queer way of clearing a man’s 
character; what do vou think? 
Hup- 
posed they had proved th a t John was 
not up at the Houser den on the 6th, 
which thev adm itted he was; but sup­ 
posing he was not there on th a t date. 
Chief Gill stated, upon oath, th at he 
had spoken to Whan in the summer 
aljout visiting the Houser house, and 
Whan himself adm itted, upon oath, 
th a t he had visited Aon Houser early 
In the summer. 
I also stated upon 
oath th a t 1 saw hloi enter the Houser 
house early In Oct., and th a t he was 
at the Houser den on Nov. 4, 189.5, 
They did not deny this, hut refused to 
adm it evidence only In reference to 
the 6tb, and then they say John Whan 
Is clear. 
“I t was adm itted on all sides th a t 
Houser’s deo was a house of ill fame 
on Saturday Nov. 2. 1895; but they 
claimed th a t oo Nov. 6, J895, the 
house had chang ed its character, and 
the leopard had chang ed her spots 
This was done because Wban bad oo 
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The livery stable of John Rinehart 
was destroy ed by fire this morning 
stMin after 6 o'clock, and the firemen 
suffered severely because of the cold. 
It Is not known how the fire orig i­ 
nated, there 
being several stories 
afloat, built is known th a t the rear of 
tlie building was in flames when the 
tilaze was discovered, and ao alarm 
was a t once sounded. The big bell on 
city hall refused to do Its duty , and 
all the firemen did nut arrive on time, 
but they g ot there before It was all 
over, and worked with a will. Several 
lines of hose were laid In short order, 
and seven streams were soon play ing 
un the fiames. 
When ao attem pt was 
made to attach a line to the plug to 
front of the Crox all pottery the top 
broke off, and the firemen were com­ 
pelled to look elsewhere for water. 
The pressure, however, was g ood, and 
without It the fiames could nut have 
been kept tn bounds. 
Hooo after the fire started there was 
a wild scene of ex citement, the ten­ 
ants of the upper part of the building 
running alKiut and shouting fur help. 
T he famllv of Georg e Haney were g ot­ 
ten out, but few household effects 
were saved. 
Mrs. Lewis another ten­ 
ant Is very 111 with ty phoid fever, and 
It was necessary to move her to a 
house nearby . Hally Wy nne, the nurse, 
fell down stairs during the ex cite­ 
ment, hut was not badly hurt. 
The 
family of Henry Gepple were g otten 
out lu safety , but the smoke had be- 
(Xime so thick lu the building th a t the 
llanev children were dropped over the 
balcony , and were caug ht by a Mr. 
Hclinelder lu the street. 
Meantime 
smoko had filled the Brozka building 
nex t door, and people there were mov­ 
ing out as soon as possible. Furniture 
was 
broken and mashed, and a 
g reat 
deal 
was 
left 
to 
the 
fiames, 
Frank 
McCuen 
and his 
family moved out w ithout Injury to 
any , but Henry Brozka was overcome 
by smoke when he entered the build­ 
ing and was Immediately broug ht out. 
While this was happening the fiames 
were making g reat headway In the 
stable proper. The upper part was 
well filled with hay and other feed, 
and It burned and 
writhed like a 
furnace, the fiames leaping hig h in 
the air, and causing a scene which 
broug ht many people to the spot. 
Chief Adam and his men worked with 
a will, but there were many thing s 
ag ainst them , the cold being the 
enemy which caused the most suffer­ 
ing . 
Firemen roasted on one side, 
and froze on the other, and the lines 
of hose were covered with Ice. Long 
Icicles hung to ths firemen’s clothes, 
and y et 
they 
battled without a 
thoug ht of g iving up the strug g le. A t 
long th Barney Teterson wavered, and 
was about to fall when be was caug ht, 
and supported until the patrol wag on 
could take him to the station. Tony 
Bertele also went down overcome, and 
was soon followed by W. P. Brookes, a 
member of the Wellsvllle departm ent 
who works In this city , and was g iv­ 
ing what aid he could. They were re­ 
moved to the station, and put Ui bed, 
medical attention being summoned a t 
once. Georg e Grosshans had bis ears 
frozen at the fire and Chief Adam felt 
the cold severely . 
Every fireman suf­ 
fered. but not a man g ave up until It 
was Impossible fur him to long er en­ 
dure It. The cold made fig httog fire 
a difficult task. 
The building was dö itroy ed, and 
nothing remains but the brick walla, 
and they are not worth much to any ­ 
one. All the vehicles were saved, and 
the horses escaped w ith their Uvea. 
The Brozka building was damag ed, 
and alossuf perhaps 11.500,covered bj 
Insurance, was sustained. The place 
was filled with smoke and Frank M o 
Curie, who lived In the second story ,, 
lost all he had. R inehart’s loss will 
be In the neig hborhood of 112,000 
with 16,000 Insurance. The contenti 
were not Insured, and the feed de­ 
stroy ed Is a total loss. This la th e 
third time he has been burned out. 
The cause of the fire remains a 
my stery , and nothing could be learned 
th a t Is definite. One story Is th a t a 
fire was kindled In a room on th e 
second story for the purpose of thaw ­ 
ing a water pipe and th e conftag iatioii 
resulted from that, and anothar *• 
th a t It came from the mow, h ut how 
It started there Is a my stery .

tru e —In th eir defense of and advocacy 
of th e right, and to listen te a sum ­ 
m ing up of affairs, to date, in connec­ 
tion w ith the work and duty per­ 
form ed by the Good C itizen's league, 
as given by D etective W illiam G. 
H uckle. 
Reverend T aggart opened th e servi­ 
ces w ith the announcem ent of an ap 
appropriate selection of song from the 
seth psalm, nicely rendered by the 
choir, under the direction of Professor 
Gotschall. 
T hen followed a second 
selection from the 14T»th psalm , fol­ 
lowed bv prayer by Reverend D uf­ 
fer. 
Reverend T ag g art th en read the 
13th ch ap ter of Paul’s epistle to the 
Romans, following it w ith th e first 
epistle of C orinthians, 13th chapter, 
and then cam e a charm ing selection 
of song by th e choir.

P r e s i d e n t , L a d i e s a n d G e n ­ 
tle m e n —I suppose I am expected to 
give an account of my stew ardship 
to n ig h t, and I assure you it Is w ith 
considerable pleasure I do so. 
5 <>u 
will perhaps rem em ber th a t, a few 
evenings prior to our last m eeting in 
th e 
M ethodist 
Episcopal church, 
th ere was a puny effort made to hold 
an Indignation m eeting, over which 
th e mayor presided, and a num ber of 
th e city officials were ranged against 
us. 
B ut today th e position Is re­ 
versed—th e mayor, president of coun­ 
cil, chief of police aud every other 
reputable officer of th e city adm it 
th a t our work is of sterling quality, 
and has done much to prevent the 
progress of vice and im m orality. 
<me 
daily paper in this city has done yeo­ 
m an service In the cause of right, law, 
order, purity and tru th , and rightly 
deserves th e w arm est com m endation 
of all tru e men and women, w hile the 
other daily 
bas 
advocated 
Illegal 
liquor selling, gam bling, vice, im mor­ 
ality and dens of ill fame, and should 
be banished from every home where 
dwells honor, tru th , Integrity and vir­ 
tue. 
You will rem em ber th a t, a t the 
m eeting In the M ethodist Episcopal 
church, I spoke of th e burglar’s k it of 
tools, stating th a t 
am ongst them 
could be .found a jim m y. 
B ut in the 
corner of the burglar’s bag will be 
found another article. 
I t is chiefly 
used for sneak thieving and assists the 
burglar in scaling walls 
I t has a 
book attached to It, so th a t th e sneak 
thief caD climb up it bv m eans of the 
knots In It, and he Is thus enabled to 
get Into windows; or, for Instance, 
into an office and ste a l-w e ll, m em or­ 
anda belonging toother than him self. 
Now lf you ask the burglar w hat 
th a t’ article Is. he will reply, ‘why 
th a t’s my cord.’ 
-'So much by way of Introduction. 
Now, w hat bas been acco m p lish ed 
during the past six w eeks? 
For six 
years th ere existed a notorious house 
of ill fame, kept bv an equally notor­ 
ious aud Infamous woman, som etim es 
called Ann Houser; a t other tim es 
Ann Wilson, Ann Steiner, and at 


o t h e r times Ann Molter. 
T his house 
was w ithin the city lim its. 
I t was 


A 
n n Houser’s open boast th a t no one 
dared attack her. 
She told me th a t 
the city officials dare not prosecute 
her. T he state law made it crim inal 
for her to keep such a house. 
V our 
city ordinance demands the suppres- 
BIOD of all ““Cl* houses, aud further 
.ava th a t every officer m ust report to 
the chief of p o » « acy aml every such 
house upon his beat, iu d t t a t he 


u h f t i l a l s o furnish the chief w ith the 
me8 0f the men frequenting these 
olaces 
Have such reports been rn adc 
S X c b l t f f If not, then the officers 


have proved unw orthy of tru st, 
lf 
the ordinance has been com plied w ith, 
a ly have not th e keepers and th e 
frequenters of 
these 
houses 
been 
prosecuted? 
An 
answ er 
to these 
questions should be dem anded b f th e 
citizens of E ast Liverpool. 
‘‘A ttorney Brookes said. to his sum ­ 
ming-up speech In Long John W han's 
case: 
'H uckle was not to be com­ 
mended or praised for closing Ann 
Houser's house, for it could have been 
pulled and Ann Houser convicted any 
day In th e year—or 365 days In th e 
year.' Tills Is w hat Jason Brookes 
says; and unless he lied, which I d o n ’t 
think he did, he gave a righteous and 
well m erited rebuke to th e officials of 
this city. 
Ann Houser says her prop­ 
ort von th e Lisbon road Is w orth *3,* 
OOO. The Houser house stands th ere 
a- a m onum ent of all th a t Is vicious 
and im moral, representing th e gains 
of prostitution and villainy. 
"W hen th is Infamous woman knew I 
had determ ined to stop her nefarious 
trade, even though I had to prosecute 
her, she took o u t a w arran t for my 
arrest, on th e charge of breaking Into 
her house. 
T h e result was to show 
this vile woman In her tru e colors. 
On the day following th e trial, a m an 
came to my house, statin g he was a 
governm ent detective and was sen t 
from Cleveland fee see me In reference 
to Ann Houser. 
He said he was here 
to get a ease against her for illicit 
whiskey selling, and th a t he would 
call upon me again and tell me bls 
plans. 
I notified Chief OIH of his 
visit, and I m ade Inquiries and found 
he was In th e employ of certain m en 
In th is city to entrap me and ‘do’ me 
On th e n ex t day (Friday) he again 
came to see me, and said he had been 
up to th e H ouser den the n ig h t pre­ 
vious, and had hid him self In th e 
wash house and w atched till two men 
came and entered the house; he then 
looked under th e window shade and 
saw them all drinking whiskey. Some 
tim e after, they left, and said they 
would come up the following night, 
and th a t Ann replied ’all right, I will 
have Emm a up.’ and they said they 
would bring two more fellows up w ith 
them . 
A rter telling me th is fairy 
tale, th is so-called governm ent detec­ 
tive asked me to go up to A nn’s th a t 
night w ith him . a t 9:46, so we could 
catch them . He inquired if I carried 
a revolver. 
I told him I never w ent 
out w ithout one, and th a t lf my life 
was In danger I should not hesitate to 
shoot. 
He begged me not to tak e It 
w ith me, as if anything wrong tu rn ed 
up I m ight shoot some one, and then 
he never would forgive him self. 
I 
asked him w hat he th o u g h t ab o u t my 
getting tw o or th ree fellows to go 
w ith us, b u t he very quickly replied, 
‘oh no, don’t take any one.’ 
H e left 
me w ith th e understanding th a t I was 
to m eet him on th e Lisbon road a t 
9:45 th a t night. 
I again com m uni­ 
cated w ith Chief Gill and Mayor G il­ 
bert. aud they both a t once said, ‘it Is 
a plot to get you up th ere and ‘do’ 
you.’ 
We made arrangem ents for th e 
evening. 
A few m inutes past 7, Offi­ 
cers Earle and Jennings m ade th e ir 
wav to the H ouser den and secreted 
them selves nearby. 
A bout 9:45 I m et 
the sham detective a t th e appointed 
place. 
Chief Gill was a t th is point, 
and, unobserved by the fraud I was 
with, followed us up. 
Ju s t before we 
got to th e Houser den, three fellows 
came tow ard us,cursing and sw earing. 
The fellow who was w ith me got away 
about a dozen yards, and th e th ree 
cowardly ruffians surrounded me and 
threatened my life, using th e m ost 
vile language im aginable; but as they 
saw me reach for my guns, for I had 
two good, tru sty weapons w ith me, 
they were afraid to a tte m p t an a ssau lt 
upon me. 
I caught up to th e sham 
detective and kept him till C hief Gill 
came up and had a good look a t him . 
He promised to see me'. again on th e 
following Tuesday, b u t’he never cam e 
back any more.’ 
We then m ade our 
way to H ouser’s house, where we cam e 
across Earle and Jennings. T hey said 
the three fellows had been w aiting 
about for me for about two hours, and 
th a t Ann Houser and her com panion 
in vice, Maggie H iller, were upon th e 
porch nearby the whole of th e tim e, 
p esumablv w atching for H uckle to 
c»rne upon the scene; b u t th e play 
never cam e off. 
T here was to have 
been a tragedy, b u t th ere was nothing 
but a scream ing farce, which ended In 
Murray, the cowardly prize fighter, 
having a box all to him self In th e 
mayor’s 
th eatre. 
He never asked 
where or when th e offense took place, 
but pleaded guilty, and he was kept 
in durance vile till th a t noble hearted, 
good citizen, Joe Goon, of th e Senate 
saloon, in th e Diamond, proved his 
love of law and order by going down 
to city ball and paying sim ple P e te r’s 
fine. 
Ann 
W ilson 
was arrested 
and 
pleaded not guilty. 
T his compelled 
me to subpoena, as witnesses, m en of 
position iu th e city, who were fre­ 
quenters of th e Houser den. 
I gave 
ten nam es to th e mayor, including, aa 


th e Crisis adm its, th e nam es of proud 
Dent citizens 
I kept six nam es back, 
, 
I 
did 
not 
wish 
to expose, 
unnecessarily, 
men 
who 
could 
not be exposed 
w ithout 
bringing 
disgrace upon 
th e ir 
fam ilies 
and 
breaking up th e ir homes, w hich I 
object to doing a t any tim e, especially 
a t th I a season of th e year. 
I lie six 
nam es I kept back w ere those of some 
of th e m ost prom inent men In th e 
city. 
I gave th e nam es of the**1 men 
to Doctor T ag g art, as president of 
th is society. 
"W hy did Ann, th e modern M agda­ 
lene. alter her plea from not guilty to 
guilty? 
I suppose she did it on the 
advice of A ttorney Brookes; a t least, 
J a s o n th e eloquent said so. 
B u t as 
soon as It was kuow n who I 
should 


p u t upon th e w itness stand, and ask 
them w hat thev know aln IU t the den 
of Infam y on th e Lisbon road, It was 
a t once decided th a t Ann should alter 
her plea. 
I t was a noble act on gentle 
A nnie’s p art to plead guilty and so 
save those who for years have been 
violating th eir m arriage vows, and 
living lives of vice end sin. 
I t would 
be Interesting to know who paid the 
fine and costs In A nn’s case; and w hat 
an 
Interesting tim e those men of 
social position would have had w ith 
th e wives they were pledged before 
God to love an d cherish, b u t who have 
done all they could to blast and de­ 
stroy, bad th e Lisbon road M agdalene 
Insisted on her plea of not guilty. 
"A nn Houser was flued th e enor­ 
mous sum of tis. A ttorney Brookes 
stated , on Monday last, th a t A nn 
Houser's place had been a house of 111 
fam e for six years, and had been a 
curse all th a t tim e, and yet she was 
let off w ith a fine of IL*. 
I wonder lf 
It was a resu lt of her pleading guilty. 
Mayor G ilbert excused t he sm allness 
of th e fine bv saying I had w aited ala 
weeks before tak in g o u t th e w arrant. 
Now th e m ayor knew why we did not 
proceed 
before; 
be knew th a t we 
wanted to give her every opportunity 
to show she had become a C hristian, 
and th a t she had really given up her 
vicious life. 
B u t we were compelled 
to come to th e conclusion,forced upon 
us by her own actions, th at she was 
not sincere; n eith er had she forsaken 
her sham eful life. 
T h a t was th e rea­ 
son why we did not proceed against 
her before, and th e mayor knew th is 
full well. 
"Please note th e next case—also 
note th e am ount of fine inflicted; I 
m ake no com m ent upon It, b u t leave 
you to draw your own conclusions. ( )n 
C hristm as eve I had th e Ackley house 
raided. 
We found Ll/zle Ackley and 
a m an there; they were arrested and 
the m an was fined 17.60; the woman, 
who certainly, w ith all her faults and 
sin, had not led such an Infam ous life 
as A nn Houser, was fined 125 and 
costs. 
Why such a difference in the 
fines, I ask? T h e Ackley woman had 
not been before th e au th o rities before 
and had to pay 125 and costs, w hile 
th e H ouser wom an, who was know n 
for her vicious life thro u g h o u t several 
counties, and who had been sen t to 
th e workhouse for eig h t m onths for a 
sim ilar offense, was fined th e paltry 
am ount of 116. C om m ent Is need­ 
less. 
" I also took o u t a w arran t for Mag­ 
gie H lllar, an Inm ate of th e H ouser 
den, h u t she skipped the state, and 
should she ever retu rn she will be a r­ 
rested fo rth w ith . 
" I also took o u t a w arran t for n e t ­ 
tle Yeager, an Inm ate of th e Ackley 
house; she also left the cit? in double 
quick tim e and should she ever re­ 
tu rn she m ust stan d tria l. 
"T h en th ere was Em m a H arris, of 
Dub? notoriety, who was also an in ­ 
m ate of th e H ouser den. 
She gave 
th e nam e of Em m a Edw ards and be­ 
cam e p en iten t when she owed th ree 
weeks board a t th e Second 
stre e t 
saloon. She th en w ent to Mr. H odg­ 
son, and he p u t her case In th e hands 
of two good C hristian women. 
They 
w ent to see ber and offered, lf she 
would give up her Infamous way of 
living, to tak e care of her ’till she 
could get som ething to do; b u t they 
could see she was not sincere, so I had 
her arrested. 
I found o u t th a t she 


w a s no oth er th a n th e Infam ous Em 
H arris, who was in th e Duby when 
th a t celebrated raid was m ade.” 
" I wonder lf th e Crisis, or som e one 
In th e front office of th a t paper, will 
do me th e favor of giving th e nam es of 
some of the men who were arrested 
w ith Em. H arris. 
I have heard It 
said th a t th e officers found a b u rg lar’s 
tool during th e raid. 
Can anyone say 
lf it Is true? O f course th is is only 
rum or; but rum or Is not alw ays a liar. 
"A fter shedding tears In crocodile 
fashion, E m m a pleaded guilty, aod 
said she had no money to pay a fine. 
Mayor G ilbert asked me w hat I bad 
to say. I said th a t if Em m a would he 
willing to place herself In th e ladies’ 
hands, or would prom ise to go home, 
I would not press th e charge, and th a t 
lf she would go to her friends In 
T renton, I would furnish her w ith a 
ticket for that city. 
She said she 


would go to T renton, and the mayor 
liberated h e r'till I o'clock the n ex t 
day, when she was to appear again be­ 
fore him. 
Reverend W hitehead and 
myself w ent to the cliv hall a t the 
tim e appointed, and she then said 
she had changed her mind and would 
rather be turned over to the ladles. 
I took her to th e ladles and they ar­ 
ranged to care for her. T h a t sam e 
nig h t she w ent to Mayor G ilbert and 
asked him lf be would get me to send 
her home, as th e ladles would not al­ 
low her to receive her gentlem an 
friend a t th e house where she was 
boarded. 
Now. 
th is woman H arris 
Is a m arried woman, parted 
from 
her husband, aud because the ladles 
were not willing to allow this vicious 
creature to continue receiving the 
visits of an evilly disposed man, she 
w anted to go home. 
T h e 
mayor 
thought th e cliv would be purer lf 
she w ent away, and he advised me to 
send her away. 
I purchased her a 
ticket, gave her a little money and a 
basket of provisions, and saw her on 
the train for T renton. 
T he case was 
uot disposed of, and lf ever she comes 
back to the city she will be arrested. 
"I w ent to th e Ackley house a m onth 
before I had ll pulled. 
I told them I 
had 
sufficient evidence to convict 
them , b u t th a t all we w anted was for 
them to give up th e life aud I would 
he responsible for th eir rent and see 
they all th ree had pleuty to eat, 'till 
they could g et work to do. 
Ju s t one 
word rig h t here. 
A certain lawyer 
in th is city ren ts the house to these 
Ackley people. 
Did he not know to 
w hat purpose th e place was put? H as 
he, since th e trial and conviction, 
given them notice to quit? 
lf not, 
why not? 
"N ow 
a 
word 
about Saloonlst 
Thompson, who has recently returned 
from Lisbon city. 
I bad bim arrested 
for violating th e screen ordinance. 
Mayor G ilbert gave me his word, not 
a m onth ago, th a t he would g ra u t no 
jury trial unless It was a tall offense. 
V et I am told th a t Thom pson de­ 
manded a jury trial and th a t Mayor 
G ilbert has granted a Jury trial, 
lf 
th is is true, th en the mayor has gone 
back on hts word. 
"N ex t comes case of H arry Hughes, 
the Fourth stre e t saloonlst, for selling 
on th e Sabbath day. 
I caused his a r­ 
rest arid am ready w ith my evidence. 
"N ow comes th e scream ing farce of 
the season. 
T he trial of Long Johh 
W han; trial, forsooth—yes, trial 
by 
ju ry —it was a double barrelled Jury. 
T here was council, which sa t as a Jury, 
and there was th e perjury th a t was 
com m itted o d th e slaud. 
T he presi­ 
dent, Doctor M arshall, acted fairly In 
his rulings; b u t I certainly gave him 
credit for b etter sense th an to vote 
upon the verdict. 
Officer W han Is 
Doctor M arshall’s first cousin, and you 
will all rem em ber 
th e determ ined 
efforts he m ade to get him on the 
force last spring, and how a t last he 
placed him there. 
Some of you know 
th a t Doctor M arshall considers him ­ 
self under obligations to W han. 
Now 
all th is taken into account, shows ex­ 
trem e bad laste im bls p a rt in sittin g 
In judgm ent upon a man to whom he 
was so closely allied ,both by blood aud 
Interest. 
I t Is certain Doctor M ar­ 
shall would never have been allowed 
to sit upon an ordinary Jury. 
But 
then, you know, th is was an e x tra ­ 
ordinary one. 
I brought 
four aeparate charges 
against W han, b u t they decided to go 
on w ith the first charge only, as the 
defense claim ed they had not suffi­ 
cient notification In reference to the 
o th er cases. 
I t was said th a t a com­ 
plete 
aud 
thorough 
Investigation 
would be made. 
I gave the 8th of 
Nov. as a defiulte and specific date, 
and expected th a t, as In any other 
case, evidence as to o th e r dates would 
be adm itted. 
B ut A ttorney Brookes 
proved his ard en t desire for a th o r­ 
ough investigation, so as to clear the 
character of his client, by refusing to 
allow any evidence outside of the 8tb 
of Nov. to be Introduced. 
I think 
th a t is a queer way of clearing a m an ’s 
character; w hat do you th in k ? 
Sup­ 
posed thev had proved th a t John was 
not up a t the H ouser den on th e 6th, 
which thev adm itted he was; b u t sup­ 
posing he was not th ere on th a t date, 
Chief Gill stated , upon oath, th a t he 
had spoken to W han in the sum m er 
about visiting th e Houser house, and 
W han him self ad m itted , upon oath. 
th a t he had visited A nn Houser early 
In the sum m er. 
I also stated upon 
oath th a t I saw alw en ter the Houser 
house early in (Jct., and th a t he was 
a t th e Houser den on Nov. 4, 1896, 
They did not deny this, but refused to 
ad m it evidence only In reference to 
th e «tta, and th en they say John W han 
Is clear. 
• I t was ad m itted on all sides th a t 
H ouser’s den was a bouse of 111 fame 
on Saturday Nov. 2, 1895; b u t they 
claim ed th a t on Nov. 6, 1895, th e 
house had changed Its character, and 
th e leopard had changed her spots. 
T his was doue because W han had no

T he livery stable of John R inehart 
was destroyed by fire th is m orning 
soon after n o’clock, aod th e firemen 
suffered severely because of the cold. 
It Is nut kuown how the fire origi­ 
nated, there 
tieing several stories 
afloat, but it is known th a t th e rear of 
the building was in (lames when the 
tiliue was discovered, and an alarm 
was a t once sounded. 
T he big bell on 
city hall refused to do Its duty, and 
all the firemen did not arrive on lim e, 
hut they got there before ll was all 
over. and worked w ith a will. Several 
lines of hose were laid In short order, 
aud seven stream s were soon playing 
on the (lames. 
W hen an a tte m p t was 
made to a ttac h a line to th e plug In 
front of th e Croxall pottery th e top 
broke off, and th e firemen were com­ 
pelled to look elsewhere for w ater. 
The pressure, however, was good, and 
w ithout ll the names could not have 
been kept in bounds. 
Soon after the fire started there was 
a wild scene of excitem ent, th e ten ­ 
ants of the upper p art or the building 
runuiug about aud shouting for help. 
T he family of Georg* Haney were got­ 
ten out, hut few household effects 
were saved. 
Mrs. Lewis another te n ­ 
a n t Is very ill w ith typhoid fever, and 
It was necessary to move her to a 
house nearby. Sally W ynne, the nurse, 
fell down stairs during th e excite­ 
m ent, b u t was not badly h u rt. 
T he 
fam ily of Henry Gepple were gotten 
ou t lo safety, b u t th e smoke had be­ 
come so thick lu th e building th a t the 
Haney children were dropped over the 
balcony, and were caught by a Mr. 
Schneider In th e street. 
M eantim e 
sm oke had filled th e Brozka building 
next door, and people th ere were mov­ 
ing o u t as soon as possible. 
F u rn itu re 
was 
broken and 
mashed, 
and a 
g reat 
deal 
was 
left 
to 
th e 
(lames,

POTTERY PROSPECTS. 
E ast Liverpool begins the new year 
Imbued with th a t spirit of enterprise 
which never fails to win. 
There was 
sufficient trade during the fall of last 
year to w arrant continued operations 
a t all of the potteries, and the city in 
consequence was benefited. The em­ 
ployes worked a t the rate of wages 
forced upon them by the Democratic 
tariff measure, and the m anufactur­ 
ers did not amass fortunes from the 
business done, but It was a condition 
infinitely better than th a t which pre­ 
vailed in the preceding year. 
The 
adopting of the F.nglish selling scale 
was undoubtedly tile wisest move ever 
made in the potting trade, since it 
gave the only possible advantage, if 
advantage it can be called, th a t could 
be 
obtained. 
It returned to the 
American m anufacturers the trade 
they needed, and showed th a t with 
the price on the same basis they can 
compete with England or any other 
nation, thus proving again th a t the 
tariff is simply a question of wages for 
th e workmen and profit for the capi­ 
talist, 
W ith the same conditions ex­ 
isting, there is no reason to believe 
th a t trade will not be as good during 
the springes It was in the fall, and 
th a t Is the opinion of conservative 
men. 
Noone will make much money, 
but the factories will be kept con­ 
stantly in operation. Should a panic 
or some other great calamity befall 
the nation, East Liverpool will suffer 
w ith the rest. 
However, there is 
nothing so serious in sight, and there 
Is every reason to believe th a t busi­ 
ness will be good during, at least, the 
first half of the year.

Is it that a new adm inis­ 
tration will p rov ide more rev enue, and 
then the circuit will lie broken ?

not ap p ly the remedy now? 
“ If deficiencies occur congress should 
im mediately sup p ly the means to meet 
them , and camgress aud not the ad­ 
m inistration m ost be the judge of the 
mode aud m anner of relief. 
The p resi­ 
dent is of the op inion th at the United 
Htates notes and treasury notes should 
be retired and giv e p lace to bank notes. 
This is a question for congress to de­ 
cide.

p erience of the oonsefiueuces will cea.se 
their Ignorant denunciations aud the 
Kngliahmen will learn to show much 
greater resp ect to Aniericau national 
op inion. 
Finally, the me.ssage has ren­ 
dered p ossible the av oidance of a far 
v fuiter danger, namely, a w ar ov er the 
N icaragua canal, because this question 
will settle the relation of the Uiute<l 
States to South American rep ublics.

“ The second method is, if I.a» rd Halis- 
bnry will say he lieliev es the coiiiinis- 
sion fair and comiietent to consider the 
historical question, and ask 
if

American gov ernment would |H*rmit 
him to name British cummiMsiuners to 
join it, w ithout committing himself to 
abide by the result. 
1 can assert that 
the cabinet would instantly welcome 
the p rop osal.

WAR MONEY NEEDED BADLY. 


Thft Hoard of Ordnanc« and Fortifli-atlou* 
Plaad* For NcrMsary Ap p rop riation*. 
W ashington 
, Jsn . 4.—The secretary 
of war has sent to the house the fifth 
annual rep ort of the board of ordnance 
and fortifications for the year ending 
(h't. 81, 1896. 
The estim ate of funds 
reqnireil for exp eriments aud exp enses 
the ensuing fiscal year is p laced at 
$245,(K)0. 
The work of p rov iding a 
p rop er arm ament for our harbors, says 
the rep ort, is p rogressing stearlily and 
on a sounil basis, but so slowly that at 
the rate ap p rop riations hav e been made 
during the last ten years it would take 
at least 60 years to p lace our sea ccast 
in p rop er condition of defense. 
Uonstant annual ap p rop riation should 
be made until our p orts are p rop erly 
p rotected. 
Such an exp enditure, says 
the rep ort, will be a wise insurance 
against the sacrifice of many of our 
most im p ortant cities, which would 
reasonably (xicur in ten days’ time of 
actual war in our p resent condition. 
In closing, the board urges that a 
definite annual ap p rop riation for sea 
coast fortifications and armament tie 
made, wid to tl^ t end earnestly recom­ 
mends th at $2,(XK),0(X) be ap p rop riated 
for engineer work in the '« mwtrcotiou 
of necessary works; also that $'>,(KK),U(X) 
be ap p rop riated for the construction of 
guns, mortars, gancarriages, sea coast 
armament and ammunition.

Senator 
Sherman then read from 
Secretary Carlisle's report to show that 
prior lo 1891 the demand for coin for 
United States notes daring a period of I 
TI years, from July I, 1879. to July I. 
1892, was only $L‘(, 310,898. w hile’ the 
receipts i f gold for United States notes 
during file same period amounted to 
$ 100,OOO.Opt). 
The withdrawals from 
the treasury from July I, 1892. to Dec 
I I, 189.5, have amounted to IMO,286,518, 
“ During (he first term of Mr. Cleve 
inn I,” he continued, “when he was 
powerless to attert our currency and 
ta n ti policy, tile senate being Repub­ 
lican, the gold increased from $240,- 
000,900 on the tir^t of April, Ihsfi, to 
$J20,000.OOO on the 1st of April. 1889 
This gold came into the treasury w ith­ 
out cost in exchange for United States 
notes or gold certificates. 
“ In view of these official facts, can 
any fair mini doubt as to the canso of 
our financial condition? Wrhat other 
cause can lie stated than that unwise 
legislation reduced our revenues below 
our expenditures, unpaired confidence 
in our ability to m aintain oar currency 
at par. and compelled the government 
to sell bonds provided for the redem p­ 
tion of Tnitba States notes in order to 
meet deficiencies.''

“The president complains that the 
notes are presented and paid, reissued 
aud paid again aud again, making a 
continuous circuit. 
When did this cir­ 
cuit commence? The only answer is 
when this adm inistration, supported by 
the last congress, created a deficiency. 
Wily does the circuit continue? It is 
because the deficiency continues. 
The 
government resorts to the financial 
policy of Mieawber. 
It gives its bonds 
aud thinks the debt paid. 
But the cir­ 
cuit continues. 
The money received 
for current revenue is paid to cover de­ 
ficiencies and is returned for gold and 
then more bonds. 
The secretary hopes 
that in two or three years there will be 
no deficiency. 
W hat is the ground for 
this hope ? Is it that a new admim* 
tratiou will provide more revenue, and 
then the circuit will lie broken ? Why 
not apply the remedy now? 
“ lf deficiencies occur congress should 
im mediately supply the means to meet 
them , and congress aud not the ad 
m inistration must be the judge of the 
mode aud m anner of relief. 
The presi­ 
dent is of the opinion that the United 
States notes and treasury notes should 
be retired and give place to bank notes. 
This is a question for congress to de 
cide. 
It is certainly not of that opin­ 
ion now, nor was the last congress of 
that opinion. 
I believe that under ex 
isling law the aggregate sum of United 
States notes aud treasury notes issued

can opinion overwhelmingly favors its 
general principles. 
Moreover, America 
demands arbitration as a sacred right, 
and for this she will fight if needful 
“ I ani astounded at the depth and 
character of American feeling on this 
question 
Men 
experienced, 
staid, 
elderly, conservative, 
many holding 
judicial positions of great responsibil­ 
ity, frankly declare their uncompro­ 
mising support of this American doc­ 
trine. 
England is foolish to think that 
Cleveland’s message was w ritten solely 
for his political advantage.

The best way of all would 
be for Lord Salisbury to come to an ar­ 
rangem ent direct with Venezuela.

W ashington, Jun. 4.—The secretary 
of war has sent to the house the fifth 
annual report of the board of ordnance 
and fortifications for the year ending 
Oct. SI, 1896. 
The estimate of funds 
required for experiments aud expenses 
the ensuing fiscal year is placed at 
$245,600. 
The work of providing 
proper arm ament for our harbors, says 
the report, is progressing steadily and 
on a sound basis, but so slowly th at at 
the rate appropriations have beeu made 
during the last ten years it would take 
at least 50 years to place our sea coast 
in proper condition of defense. 
Constant annual appropriation should 
be made until our ports are properly 
protected. 
Such an expenditure, says 
the report, will be a wise insurance 
against the sacrifice of many of our 
most im portant cities, which would 
reasonably occur in ten days’ time of 
actual war in our present condition. 
In closing, the board urges that a 
definite annual appropriation for sea 
coast fortifications and armament be 
made, and to tfipt end earnestly recom­ 
mends that $2,000,060 be appropriated 
for engineer work in the construction 
of necessary works: also that $5,<*K).000 
be appropriated for the construction of 
guns, mortars, guncarriages, sea coast 
armament and ammunition.
